Afternoon Football Returns To 
Santa Ana After Ten Seasons 


Back in 1932 on a muddy, windswept field, the Dons 
inaugurated night football when they met Loyola Frosh 


in the Municipal bowl. The 


results were gratifying. At- 


tendance doubled, and as the season neared its climax, 
tripled. Since that time the Scarleteers have made a prac- 


tice of scheduling all grid- 
iron contests in the evening 
in order that more people 
might attend the games. 
The first conference football 
game played by the Dons under 
the ares was against the same 
team they are meeting this after- 
noon. The Dons lost that one 7-0. 


Since that time, however, they 
have made up for this defeat many 
times, lacing the Indians soundly 
in a majority of the contests. 


A tradition of ten years stand- 
ing therefore collapsed this fall 
when the Dons were forced to 
schedule all games for afternoon 
play because of the dim-out order 
on the west coast. As was the case 
before night football was inno- 
vated, attendance has been poor, 
gate receipts low. 

Change Jerseys 

Not only has afternoon football 
lowered attendance and gate re- 
ceipts, but it has forced a change 
in the perennial scarlet jerseys 
habitually worn by the Cookmen. 
The Dons have switched from their 
colorful scarlet trappings to white 
jerseys, which give more protec- 
tion against the hot rays of the 
afternoon sun and allow the play- 
ers more freedom of movement. 


‘Also, much of the color and 
gaiety formerly associated with 
night games is now missing. The 
short-lived flashlight section which 
spelled out “Dons” when arc lights 
were switched off during the half 
is now gone. Gone, too, are the 
large, roaring crowds which al- 
ways added life and color to a 
football contest. Halftime stunts 
by the bands of opposing colleges 
in which flares and rockets were 
used are now. but a pleasant 
memory. Steel helmets are now re- 
placing football helmets and khaki 
uniforms are being substituted for 
scarlet uniforms.

Paul Baxley, one of the heroes 
of last week-end’s local grid con- 
test, reigns as ‘“‘Don of the Week” 
today, following his selection in 
the Vandermast clothiers poll this 
week. 

Baxley, who enrolled in jaysee 
the second semester of last year 
and has one more year of eligi- 


bility, gained the edge in the pub- 


lic vote conducted by the down- 
town clothing establishment for 
his performance in last Friday’s 
Don defeat of the Pomona Red 
Raiders, 39-6. At tailback during 
most of the game, he was the chief 
ground gainer in many of the 
Dons scoring threats, and crossed 
the final chalkline to tally six 
points for the Scarleteers. 


Though he was selected for his 
work in the Pomona game only, 
Baxley also scored in the Dons 
initial contest with Santa Monica 
and is only two points behind Bill 
Gulley, who leads the individual

Bill Gulley, shifty quarterback 
and co-captain of the ’42 edition 
of the Don eleven, is leading his 
teammates in number of points 
scored so far this season, a tabu- 
lation revealed today. 

By totaling two touchdowns and 
three conversions for an aggregate 
of 15 points, Gulley holds a slight 
edge over his nearest rival, Paul 
Baxley, who has chalked up 13 
points to his credit. 


Close behind Gulley and Baxley 
and tied for third place are Chuck 
Page, Jim Thornburg, and Field 
Berry who have crossed the goal 
line twice for 12 points credit. 

Others who have tallied for the 
Dons in the three games played 
thus far are Ken Mitchell, 8; Paul 
Cleary, Bill Sheflin, and Bob Ash- 
by, each with 6; Dick Roehm, 2; 
and Nick Roussos, 1. 


Smith Announces Games 


Over Bowl Loudspeaker 


Announcing home football 
games over the public address 
system at the bowl this year is 
Joe Smith, city employee. Smith 
is assisted by spotters on the field 
and in his booth. 


The announcing system _ has 
been used for three years by the 
junior college. Spotters from both 
teams relay information to the 
announcer on yards’ gained and 
players carrying the ball or mak- 
ing the tackle. 

Some difficulty has been en- 
countered this year in getting 
spotters, Smith re‘jealed. So far, 
different spotters have worked 
every game. 


The Dons, who have won 26 out 
of their last 27 games over a 
period of four seasons, will have 
their hands full today when they 
kick off against the bloodthirsty 
inland tribe. Although the In- 
dians have dropped two contests 
already this season, they are 
rated as one of the potentially 
great teams in Southern Califor- 
nia. Both defeats were by a mar- 
gin of one touchdown, and with a 
few breaks in either game, the In- 
dians would now boast a better 
record than that of the Dons. 

A defeat at the hands of the 
Dons today would virtually elimi- 
nate the Indians from the con- 
ference running as the tribe drop- 
ped their opening conference 
tussle to Riverside last week, 20- 
13. Should San Bernardino win, 
however, the Eastern division race 
would still be wide open. 

The San Berdoo attack is based 
upon a strong ground attack with 
plenty of passing mixed in. Ap- 
proximately one-third of the In- 
dian offensive is through the air. 
The Dons showed several weak- 
nesses in pass defense against Po- 
mona last week and will have to 
be on their toes to stop the inland 
jaysee’s aerial offensive. 

Playing his last game for the 
white jerseyed aggregation today 
is Bob Green, who will report for 
induction into the army Monday. 
Green, who starred in the Pomona 
win last week end, is expected to 
start at fullback today in place 
of Chuck Page, who is still favor- 
ing an injured ankle. He is ex- 
pected to give the Indians plenty 
of trouble this afternoon. 

Coach Cook was still indefinite 
this morning as to which squad he 
would start in today’s encounter, 
but it is likely that he will send 
in his first string. Both the regu-- 
lars and the reserves have shown 
up well in scrimmage this week, 
and there is little to choose be- 
tween the two teams. 


Here Is Previous 
Don-Indian Log 


Showing an edge over San Ber- 
nardino as over most of their op- 
ponents, the Scarleteers take the 
field this afternoon in an effort 
to gain their eighth victory over 
the Indians in 13 years of rivalry. 

The Dons have copped seven 
contests from the inland eleven 
and lost three, while three have 
resulted in ties. Two of these 
occured in 1937 when the two 
teams played twice for the con- 
ference crown. The regular sea- 
son game ended 7-7, and in the 
post season playoff for the cham- 
pionship the game ended in an- 
other tie, 6-6.

Elevens During Tenure Here 


Turn back the pages of memory 
sixteen years, to the year 1927, 
when a new personage was added 
to the faculty of Santa Ana jay- 
see in that of Coach Andrew 
Jackson (Bill) Cook. 

It has been said by the sages 
that to teach others in a certain 
field, you yourself must be a mas- 
ter in that domain. This has been 
true with Coach Cook. Bill re- 
ceived his high school education in 
Anaheim and from there journey- 
ed to USC where he made an out- 
standing record on the gridiron as 
well as on the cinder path. 

USC Letterman 

Cook earned two varsity let- 
ters in the pigskin cauldron as a 
quarterback and three in track. He 
traveled to Chicago twice with the 
USC track team and placed in the 
javelin event at the IC4A meet 
which his team won both years. 
A member of Sigma Chi frater- 
nity, Bill terminated his college 
days on receiving his A.B. de- 
gree in physical education. 

In ’27 and ’28, Cook moulded a 
good eleven out of light material 
and copped three victories, tied 
one, and lost three. Topsy turvy 
729 yielded two wins, two losses, 
and two ties. 

Back in the ’30’s when Harold 
Hylton captained the local grid 
squad, the Dons emerged South- 
ern California champions. They 
were nosed out for the state 
championship in a_ post-season 
game by Sacramento, 12-6. 

Both 1931 and 1932 were pros- 
perous years, while in ’338, Coach 
Cook piloted the college gridders 
to another Southern California 
sweep. 

Champs Again 

Glory once more graced the 
head of the diminutive coach in 
1936 as he turned out a third 
championship team. Up until ’37, 
the. Dons had played 104 games, 
winning 57, losing 34, and tying 
13. Also, Santa Ana had salted 
away 1118 points to their op- 
ponents 731. 

The Scarlet and Black went 
through the entire 1937 season 
undefeated and repeated the ’37 
episode in the ensuing year of 
1938 when Cook turned out an- 
other championship team. 
National Champs 


Grid mentor Cook built the top 
team in the nation in 1940 when 
his outstanding eleven won the 
nation junior college championship 
to complete one of the most 
spectacular years of the Cook 
reign. 

During the 15 years of Cook’s 
tenure here, he has always car- 
ried the mark of excellence, not 
only in playing ability but also 
in character building. No person 
could be acquainted with Bill 
Cook and not be conscious of his 
undying sportsmanship and strong 
leadership qualities. Truly 1927 


4 was a lucky year when Santa Ana 


acquired the services of Bill Cook.

The Cookmen counted twice in 
the initial frame on touchdown 
jaunts by Green and Baxley. Gul- 
ley knifed through tackle in the 
second period for the Dons third 
touchdown. The half ended with 
the Raiders scoring on a long 
pass, making the score 20-6. 

Ken Mitchell crossed the Po- 
mona goal after taking a partially 
blocked punt for the only scoring 
in the third period. Baxley’s 
touchdown pass to Van Booven 
and Ashley’s long jaunt behind 
beautiful blocking marked the 
end of the Don scoring for the 
afternoon.

He became associated with 
Santa Ana schools in 1927 when 
he became assistant coach of the 
local high school under Tex Oliver, 
and later succeeded Oliver as high 
school coach. He was then made 
supervisor of physical education 
for Santa Ana city schools.

In announcing the university’s 
regular fall and spring program 
of part-time education courses, 
Dean Edmonson pointed out that 
special emphasis is being placed 
on late afternoon and Saturday 
offerings this vear because of the 
need for replacements in public 
schools. About 60 _ part-time 
courses in a variety of educational 
fields are being offered. 

Approximately 3,000 teachers 
in the state’s public schools this 
year are replacements for those 
called to military or war-time in- 
dustrial service.
